Boonville, Mo.. Aug. 24.—Work was 
begun today on the first oil well to be 
sunk in Central Missouri, in the How­ 
ard county bottoms, just across the 
river from Boonville. 
Thirty Boon­ 
ville men are backing the enterprise, 
and are undertaking to open up a new 
oil field. 
Nearly one hundred p e r ­ 
sons went over from here to watch the 
work of drilling this afternoon. 
Two c h i s of oil drilling machinery, 
four e x p e rt drillers, 2,000 feet of cas­ 
ing, engines lo do the work and stones 
to sharpen the drill hits were unload­ 
ed Tm ‘ In* Ravenel farm a couple of 
miles from tile ferry landing on the 
Howard county hank last week. 
Ev­ 
erything that it takes to make an oil 
field is in evidence, except the col, 
and tin* investors in the $15,OOO com­ 
pany that is promoting the enterprise 
will assure you Dint this element is 
there also. 
By September I the first 1,000 loot 
hole will he down, and if the oil is 
there tIi*** men behind it believe it will 
be reached at this depth. 
For years the Howard county bot­ 
toms, just across the river from Boon­ 
ville, have been talked of as a prospec­ 
tive oil field. 
In 1902 there was a gas 
boom there. 
The Standard Oil com­ 
p a n y sent men out here to investigate 
it and t h e i r report was said to be un­ 
favorable. 
A 
fewr 
years 
later the 
Standard Oil company undertook to 
lease the farm of Henry Estill for oil 
and gas, hut Mr. Estill refused, be­ 
cause they did not want to develop 
tin* field at once. 
Every few years there has been oil 
or gas talk regarding this field, and in 
the geographical surveys of the state 
geologist it is pointed 
out 
as 
the 
most 
promising 
field in the state. 
Four expert geologists have been here 
at different times during the last two 
months and have all 
selected 
the 
same location as the best place to put 
down a hole. 
They have all prophe­ 
sied that oil in some quantities, they 
are not sure w hether it will be in 
paying quantities, will be struck at 
from 800 to 1,000 feet. 
The company let the contract for 
the drilling at $1.50 a foot down to 
I,OOO feet and will furnish the fuel and 
transportation 
and 
easing 
besides. 
This will put the 1,000-foot hole down 
tor something over $3,000. 
The drill 
lug will go on night and day. 
They 
hope to make fifty feet a day. 
Already automobile parties from 
Boonville. 
Columbia 
and 
Marshall 
have been over to look at the field 
and to watch the drilling apparatus 
get in operation. 
It is reported that 
there will be many cars from over 
Central Missouri come here to see the 
drilling when the machinery 
is 
in­ 
stalled.

Berlin, August 24, by Wireless to 
Sayville.—The German merchant sub 
marine l>eutschland arrived at the 
mouth of the W eser on August 22, 
according 
to 
the 
Overseas 
News 
Agency. 
The agency says that the lieut ach 
land arrived on the afternoon of Au 
gust 23 and anchored before the mouth 
of the river. 
All on bourd were well. 
The W eser river flows past the city 
of Bremen into the North Sea. 
The Deutschland, a German super­ 
submarine, built for 
carrying 
m er-1 
chandise, arrived at Baltimore from 
Bremen on July 9 with a cargo of 
dyestuffs and mails. 
Her arrival was 
hailed iii Germany as the beginning 
of a regular submarine m erchant aer 
vice between the United States and 
Germany, which would be able to defy 
the British blockade. 
It was announc­ 
ed that she would be followed .shortly 
by Die Bremen, a sister ship. 
The Deutschland left Baltimore on 
her return journey on August I with 
a cargo of rubber and metal. 
Captain. Koenig, when he left Bal 
timore, expressed confidence that he 
would reach home 
in spite of the 
heavy odds he would face when the 
three-mile limit in the Atlantic was 
reached. 
The submersible was towed out of 
the slip where she berthed at 5:10 
o’clock p. in.. August 2, 1916. 
A per getting into midstream 
the 
tow-line of the tug. Thomas M. Tim 
mins, was east off, and the Deutsch­ 
land proceeded 
down 
the Potomac 
river under lier own power. The Tim 
mins went to 
one 
side, 
the coasi 
guard cutter Wissahickon to the oth 
cr 
and 
the 
harboar 
boat 
Lamin 
brought up the rear to prevent undue* 
crowding from 
the 
small 
fleet of 
launches that followed. 
Pleased With Reception. 
The tug, Timmins, alone was con 
voying and but one vessel was fol­ 
lowing a 
newspaper 
dispatch boat. 
W eather conditions at that time were 
favorable. 
Captain Koenig and 
his 
crew 
of 
twenty-seven men putjto sea with Ihe 
knowledge that a man hurried to a 
telephone with a message to agents 
of the entente allies that the Deutsch 
land had started. 
They 
knew 
how 
long he had watched at the end of 
a near by* pier, dayr and night, 
but 
the little captain went. out of Balti 
more harbor smiling and weaving his 
rap. His last words 
in 
the harbor 
were of praise for America and of his 
treatm ent by Baltimore customs ail 
thoritles. 
To Guy Steele, 
surveyor 
of 
cus­ 
toms, he said: 
“We came here dubious about our 
reception. 
We go bark certain that 
the friendliest of feeling 
exists 
in 
America for Germany. You have been 
more than courteous, and the father 
land will not forget it.’* 
Captain Koenig 
knew' 
that 
eight 
warships of the entente allies were 
waiting for him at the edge of the 
three-mile limit., spread out in a ra­ 
dius of five miles. “We shall have to 
pass unseen within that radius in or­ 
der to escape,” he said. 
“We shall 
have to make that passage under con­ 
ditions not entirely advantageous to 
us. W ere the water at that point 150 
feet deep it would 
be 
easier. 
We 
could 
submerge 
deeply 
enough 
to 
pass under the warships.” 
But there was a determined look 
on the captain’s face as he expressed 
confidence that he would get through. 
There were not more than IOO per­ 
sons on the pier when the Deutsch­ 
land went out from behind the screen 
of barges, and beside two newspaper 
dispatch boats there were only four 
launches in the stream. But the spec­ 
tators cheered and 
waved handker­ 
chiefs in unison 
with 
the cheering 
and waving from the sailors on hoard 
the interned 
North 
German 
Lloyd 
steam er Neckar.

culties. 
A commission of this kind

threatened 
trouble and no strike vote could be 
taken pending its negotiations. After 
flu* end of the investigation arbitre 
tion would be suggested, but if not 
accepted opportunity would be given 
the men lo take a strike vote. 
The 
balloting would be secret. 
These proposals were eommunieat 
cd by 
Commissioner 
Chambers, 
of 
the federal board of mediation to the 
representatives of the men. 
Judge 
Chambers then reported to President 
Wilson and the subcomm ittee of the! 
railroad executives 
was summoned 
to the White House. None of them 
would say whether President Wilson 
said the men would accept the pro 
posals, hut it was said some encour­ 
agement was felt. 
President Wilson

roads.

Daredevil riding surely m ay be in- 
c aided am ong the d angerous occupa­ 
tions, and J im m ie had his s h a re of 
h a irb rea d th escapes. 
It was humili­ 
ating, then, to com e to grief one day

th ere from th re e to five years.

different periods lie toured Australia, 
th e Dutch and British Indies.

travel, by land and w ater,

forty th o u san d miles. 
In Australia in 1876, 
while u n d e r 
the m a n a g e m e n t of Mr. Bailey, some 
disag re em e n t arose in regard to the

tracts for the ex ten d ed tour, Mr. Bai­ 
ley a w a k in g r a th e r late to th e fact 
that it was a long, long way zig-zag­ 
ging round Hie world, and th at th ere 
were d ish e a rte n in g in te rv als betw een 
gate receipts. H is fam ous b areback 
i ider proved a good 
business man, 
proved he could protect a co n tra ct as 
well as ride a horse; his a g re e m e n t 
with the show m an had to be p ro te c t­ 
ed to the letter.

University of Missouri Bulletin Gives 
Suggestions as to Constituents 
and Preparation of the 
School Lunch. 


W ith the opening of school only a 
few w eeks aw ay, the busy m o th er is 
again soon to be confronted with the 


problem of the c h ild re n ’s schol junco. 
To give her a few suggestions, th e 
agricultural extension service of the 
F n iv e rsity of Missouri h as just issued 
a bulletin, ‘‘T h e Cold School Lunch." 
A growing child at 
school 
must, 
have plenty of good, w holesome food 
that is easily digested, s a y s the bui­ 
l d in. 
T he less u n n e c e s s a ry tax put 
upon his digestive organs the m ore 
energy he will h ave lo s p a re for m e n ­ 
tal work. 
T h e lunch should be ca re ­ 
fully selected, keeping th ese general 
points in m in d : 
(I) T h e child should 
have plenty of protein to keep him 
growing and this should 
be 
gotten 
from eggs and milk ra th e r t h a n m uch 
m e a t; ( 2 ) ripe fresh or cook**! fruits 
should be p a r t of every lu n ch ; 
(3) 
fats should be supplied in the form of 
• hole milk, b u tte r on sa n d w ich e s and 
i*gg yolks; (4) fried foods are hard to 
digest an d should not form part of 
the lunch: (5) a few pieces of good, 
home-made candy m ay be given, an d 
an occasional portion of well m ad e 
ne; ( 6) add vegetables to the lunch 
w hen ev er possible. 
Som e w holesome lunches suggested 
tv 
tile bulletin are : 
1. 
One chicken sandwich, one jam 
sandwich, 
one 
apple, 
one glass of 
milk, one small piece of 
cake 
(tw o 
g rah a m or plain c ra c k e rs

2. 
Brown bread and b u t te r s a n d ­ 
wich, cottage ch eese sandwich, celery, 
one orange, nut an d raisin cookies. 
3. 
H am sandwich, bread a n d but­ 
te r sandw ich, fudge sandwich, apple 
sauce, one glass of lemonade. 
A n o th er im p o rta n t thing to consid­ 
er is the lunch container. 
T h e lunch 
should n ev er be w rapped in n e w sp a ­ 
pers, but put in tin pails, fiber boxes, 
b a sk ets or t lie ideal but r a th e r ex p en ­ 
sive th erm o s lunch box. 
W axed pa- 
tv r, plain white paper napkins, seal 
tight ja r s or th erm o s bottle to c arry 
semi-liquid foods and drinks are also 
im p o rta n t iii packing the lunch.

over iiis faie at the h a n d s of a jury for 
the shooting had unbalanced his mind 
lias been generally accepted as being 
responsible for the act.

friends 
for 
j ears an d no motive has ever been 
brought to light for tile shooting, u n ­ 
less T ra y lo r had becom e m entally d e ­ 
ranged by the in ten se heat. 
Shortly a fte r noon on the day of the 
shooting T ra y lo r e n te red the tra n s fe r 
c o m p a n y ’s office at the co rn e r of Boul­ 
der and A rc h e r streets. 
Vollmer was 
sittin g at his desk in the front end of 
the building. 
W ithout u tterin g a word 
Traylor drew' a 
32-calibre 
revolver, 
shooting into V ollm er’s 
back, 
then 
turned 
the 
weapon 
upon 
himself, 
shooting into Ii is left lung. 
Both were rushed to the T u lsa hos­ 
pital, w h e re Vollmer died and T ray lo r 
lingered betw een life and death for a 
time, finally recovered, returning to 
his home. 
W hen ask ed by 
new sp ap er 
men, 
shortly a fter th e shooting, for a s ta te ­ 
ment, T ra y lo r m u tte re d incoherently, 
ask in g w h a t they m ea n t by som ebody 
being shot. 
Then, a little later, he 
said, “It seem s like som ething hap- 
nened" w hen tactics were changed and 
he w as ask ed if som eone did not shoot 
him. 
Mrs. T ra y lo r Hysterical. 
At the tim e of the shooting of Voll- 
m er and the a tte m p te d suicide upon 
the part of T r a y lo r m u ch surp rise was 
voiced by close friends of both men, 
who stated that during all the years 
of 
their 
business 
association 
they 
n ev er had been known to h ave had a 
m is u n d e rsta n d in g or financial difficul­ 
ties. 
Mrs. T r a y lo r was on the verge of 
prostration at her home M onday m o rn ­ 
ing and it was with e x tre m e difficulty 
th at neighbors were able to prevent 
her becoming hysterical. 
Besides the widow, a daug h ter, Mrs. 
A. Denton, of K ansas City, Mo.; 
a sister, Mrs. M. J. Shield, of Tina, 
Mo., and a nephew, Dr. A. S. R o b ert­ 
son, of Flem ingsburg, 
Ky., 
survive.

‘In the last three years,” Mr. Vroo­ 
man said, “the government has passed 
the Smith-Lever bill, which will put a 
deputy secretary of agriculture, com­ 
monly called a county agent, in every 
county in the United States, to show' 
individual farmers how to make the? 
science of agriculture boost the busi­ 
ness of farming. 
“It has created a new bureau called 
the office of markets aud rural organi­ 
zation, to see to it that wheat, corn, 
cotton and hogs have equal marketing 
advantages with fabrics and 
steel. 
During its first fifty years the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture devoted virtually 
a1! its time and money to showing the 
fanner how to increase his 
yields. 
This is the first administration that 
has made a determined effort to show' 
the farmer how to get satisfactory 
prices for jhose yields. Former ad­ 
ministrations have shown the farmer 
how to ficrht the boll weevil, the chinch 
bug, the army worm and other insect 
nests. 
But this’ is the first adminis­ 
tration That has dared to make com-1 
mon cause with the farmer against J 
the usurer, the transportation shark,! 
(he fake middle man and the other1 
human pests who in the past have

Cleaner and More Tasteful Than Old- 
Fashioned

The term, buttermilk, has for many 
years 
been 
applied to the product 
left after churning milk or cream and 
abstracting the butter. In the last few' 
years a new' kind of buttermilk has 
been placed on the market which is 
rapidly displacing 
the old-fashioned, 
home-churned product. 
Some preju­ 
dice exists against this manufactured 
buttermilk, but, according to Dr. M. P. 
Ravenel, of the preventive medicine 
department of the University of Mis­ 
souri, it is really cleaner, has a better 
ta»te and is more suitable for food 
purposes than Jhe old product. 
I Butter manufacturers 
do 
not 
de­ 
pend on the accidental souring of milk 
as much as formerly, says Dr. Rav­ 
enel, 
but 
are 
using “pure culture 
starters,” as they are called. 
So in 
manufacturing buttermilk, 
a 
known 
germ is added to skimmed milk, and 
an artificial buttermilk is produced. 
Slightly different methods exist, but 
this recipe represents the newer pro­ 
duct, and will show people wrhat they 
are drinking when they take the man­ 
ufactured buttermilk. 
One gallon of 
whole milk is added* to twenty gal­ 
lons of skimmed milk as soon as it has 
been separated. This is not necessary', 
but is done because most people like 
to see some signs of butter fat in but­ 
termilk. 
“Starter” is added, and the 
whole quantity of milk is kept at 70 
degrees F. for six 
or 
seven 
hours, 
when it will be found to have curdled. 
It is then churned for one-half hour, 
and should be bottled at once and 
cooled to 50 degrees or below to pre­ 
vent the further development of acid 
and separation of the whey. 
It is 
finally strained through cheesecloth to 
remove any coarse lumps. 
It is a re­ 
freshing and tasteful drink with high 
food value, and as a summer drink is 
especially good for both children and 
adults. 


PLOW STUBBLE NOW, IT IS SAID 


KHI Hessian Fly, Save Moisture and 
insure a Good Seed Bed. 


The dry weather of the 
past few 
weeks 
has 
largely 
prevented 
the 
Hirning of wheat 
stubble, 
but with 
the recent general rains most of the 
stubble can be turned and every ef­ 
fort should be made to plow at once. 
Any further delay at this time will 
permit the fly to emerge from the in­ 
fested stubble. Plow now and most of 
the infested stubble 
will 
be gotten 
rid of before many of the flies have 
escaped. By the first of September the 
flies will begin to emerge from un* 
turned stubble in 
swarms. 
Plowing 
now will kill three 
birds 
with one 
stone—get rid of most of the pres­ 
ent crop of ifles, conserve moisture 
and insure a good seed bed. 
If the rain has been too light to 
make plowing 
possible, 
then 
disk 
thoroughly and in a few days plow 
ing will probably be possible. By all 
means do not lose this opportunity of 
deaJing the Hessian fly a blow'. 
Follow the plow with a disc, bar 
row or drag to 
close 
up openings 
and help 
prevent 
the 
flies 
from 
reaching the surface where they are 
turned under. 
As volunteer w'heat appears later 
cultivate and keep it down. If volun­ 
teer w'heat is permitted to grow, the 
flies w'hich appear ^luring late August 
and September will lay * eggs on it 
and the maggots will 
feed and de­ 
velop on it and pass the winter in the 
flax seed stage 
and 
make 
trouble 
next spring. 
No 
one 
can 
tell 
what 
kind 
of 
weather we may have between now 
and wheat sowing time, so do not de­ 
lay plowing until the 
last moment. 
Prepare your w'heat ground early and 
then do not get in too great a hurry 
about seeding too early. Sow on or 
as soon as possible after the fly-free 
date for your loclity 
and 
you will 
have no trouble with winter injury 
if your seed bed was 
properly pre­ 
pared in advance.—L. Haseman, MIS 
souri College of Agriculture.

How 
to 
devise 
handwork in the 
grades, using inexpensive materials 
•and making the work an aid in study­ 
ing history and geography is explained 
in a recent bulletin issued by the de­ 
partment of manual arts of the Fni- 
versfty of Missouri. 
Many schools hesitate 
to 
attempt 
any handwork before 
an 
extensive 
equipment can be installed, says the 
bulletin, but much good work can be 
done with very little material. A sand 
table, a work table, 
scissors, 
paste 
brushes, hammers, a saw, a mitre box. 
a brace, an augur bit, a slay far, weav­ 
ing flames, anti weaving needles are 
all that is absolutely necessary for the 
woih, though of course more extensive 
material is advisable. 
Handwork may be taught in connec­ 
tion with the regular studies, such as 
history and geography, to a great ad­ 
vantage. 
For instance, 
in 
history, 
clay figures may be used to represent 
battles and other important events, 
and a country may be shown on a 
sand table by pasteboard shoe boxes 
for houses, weeds or small plants for 
trees, and clay figures for inhabitants. 
Farther, 
a 
home-made history book 
may be made by pasting in a blank 
book pictures cut out to illustrate the 
history lessons. 
Relief maps may be made on the 
sand table in connection with geog­ 
raphy, and figures may be placed on it 
to show the history of the country. 
Making 
certain 
utensils, 
vehicles, 
houses, bridges, etc., mentioned in the 
lessions is also very helpful. 
The work, though the children look 
on it as play, fixes on their minds in 
delibly the stories it portrays, for they 
read the lesson again and again to 
gather details for the portrayal. They 
not only learn history and geography 
in this manner, but they also acquire 
skill with their hands while engaged 
in the work.

Fortunately cows are subject to but 
few' diseases that are dangerous to 
milk users. 
If a cow appears to be 
in good health and has no indications 
of udder inflammation, slip can be 
I counted on to give wholesome milk, 
I provided she is free from tuberculosis. 
T b e i n l y way to be sure she is free 
from this disease is to have her test­ 
ed by a competent veterinarian. 
To keep dirt and bacteria out, the 
cows must be kept clean, especially 
in the region of the udder. 
The milk 
should he drawn into \ covered pail 
which is thoroughly washed and scald­ 
ed after each milking. 
Only good 
clean w ater should be used for this 
purpose. 
No m atter how' carefully milk is 
produced, difficulty

ienced in keeping it sweet if it is not 
kopt 
cool 
until
